To Break the "Vicious 

Cycle" In Europe 

To illustrate what he has term- 
ed the "vicious" cycle that oper- 
ates against European recovery, 
Secretary Anderson gives an ex- 
ample of how the cycle operates: 

"We see," says Anderson, "that 
a farmer can't produce as much 
food as he would like because 
his machinery has broken down. 
But his machinery can't be re- 
paired because there are no steel 
castings, and steel is very short 
because coal is short, and there 
is not enough food for miners, 
so you go around and around." 

"Again, we say if Europe just 
had a little bit more fertilizer to 
put on the soil, there would be 
better crops, but it takes coal 
to produce that fertilizer and the 
coal can't be mined unless the 
food is there, and the food isn't 
there because there isn't the fer- 
tliizr and around and around you 
go and come out nowhere. 

"Now what I've been trying to 
suggest is that someone ha 
make a break — a start to make 
this a virtuous circle. I decided 
to start with food and to guar- 
antee substantial quantities of it. 
In the case of the U. K. U. S. 
zone or in the Ruhr coal section, 
we should plan soon to come up 
to a daily diet of eighteen hun- 
dred calories, which is certainly 
a very low figure."

Bulletin Reports 
Experimental Work 
In Curing Tobacco 

The importance of humidity in 
curing burley tobacco is stressed 
in a new bulletin of the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky Experiment 
Station called "The Relation of 
Curing Conditions to Quality in 
Burley Tobacco." 

Relative humidity during cur- 
ing is much more critical than 
temperature in its influence up- 
on the quality of cured burley 
tobacco, it is stated. 

The best humidity for curing 
most burley is 65 to 70 percent. 
Very large tobacco may cure at 
5 to 10 percent lower humidity, 
as may tobacco closely spaced 
in the barn. 

A loss of value of about 10 per- 
cent may be expected at 75 to 85 
percent relative humidity and a 
loss of 25 to 60 percent at 80 to 
85 percent relative humidity. 

Too low a relative humidity 
also prevents best results in cur- 
ing. A loss in total value of 5 
percent may be expected at 55 
to 60 percent relative humidity 
and a loss of 10 percent below 50 
percent relative humidity. 

In regard to temperature, the 
bulletin says that good quality 
burley tobacco can be cured at 
temperatures from 65 to 95 de- 
grees, provided the relative hum- 
idity is right. 

The bulletin gives conclusions 
about curing burley as found in 
10 years of experimental work. 
Copies may be had from county 
agents or by writing to the Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station at 
Lexington. 

Farm Survey Shows 
"Success Factors" 

The annual report of the Ken- 
tucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station contains a review of "suc- 
cess factors" or practices that 
made for good financial returns 
on 106 outstanding farms. 

Crop yields were high — corn, 
60 bushels to the acre; alfalfa, 
four tons, and tobacco, 2,000 
pounds. Mixed pastures carried 
an animal to the acre. Certified 
seeds were planted, cover crops

A large proportion of the farms 
had gross income of $100 or more 
per tillable acre. Tobacco sold 
for 40 to 50 cents a pound and 
to half of the total in- 



Most of the 106 farms had trac- 
tors and other power equipment, 
which reduced the cost of pro- 
duction, especially on the larger 
farms. Farms with high produc- 
tion, 150 to 300 tillable acres, and 
year-round employment for three 
to five men, generally made the 
most mony, although some own- 
ers of small acreages did well. 

The report concludes: 

"The outstanding success of 
these 106 farms illustrates the 
results obtainable by adapting 
up-to-date scientific information 
on farm practices to the vat 
tried-and proved principles 
good farm management. These 
include efficient use of farm la- 
bor and machinery, a good bal- 
ance among the various high- 
return farm enterprises, a farm 
business of adequate size, and 
high production per acre of crops 
and per head of livestock."
